Paper Urges Russian Peace. 
Amsterdam, May 9.—in referring 
to the Russian government’s expla­

was sent to a British military academy and had a brilliant career before 


him, when he joined a British expedition to Zulu land. 
During this 
war the young prince was treacherously killed by a native. 
Eugenie 


went to Africa to bring back the body of her beloved son whom she 


buried at Chiselhurst. Louis Napoleon died in 1873 and also lies buried 


at Chiselhurst.
